States but refused to use that cost 
in determining the cost of p*-r>duc- 
tion of beet sugar 
and substituted

THE ZINOVTEV LETTER 


Great Britain is in the throes of a gen- 


eyal election campaign, the intensity of 
wlfech has seldom been duplicated in that 
country and beside •which the election in 
this country is a tame affair. 
One of the 


leading issues of the campaign is the rec- 
ognition of the soviet government of 
Rus- 


sia by the MaeDonald labor ministry, to- 
gether -with, the negotiation of a treaty of 
commerce and amity between the two na- 
tions. The treaty has not been ratified 
by the parliament. One of the conditions 
laid down by the MaeDonald ministry to 
recpgnition was that the soviet govern- 
ment should cease its communistic propa- 
ganda in Great Britain for the overthrow 
of the established government. 


A great sensation in the campaign has 


been produced by the interception of a 
letter alleged to have been written by 
Foreign Minister Zmoviev of Russia 
con- 


taining orders from the Third Interna- 
tionale to bring about a revolution in 
England. 
The disclosure was promptly 


met with a denial of the letter's authen- 
ticity by Zmoviev. who declared it to be 
a forgery. 
The genuineness of the letter 


is. therefore, in dispute, but according 
to London dispatches Monday Premier 
MaeDonald inclines, much to his credit, 
to the belief that it is authentic. If this 
is the general assumption of the Brit- 
ish people it 
will be a. severe blow 


to the labor candidacies in the election. 


It has been estimated that if the expo- 


sure is substantiated it would cost labor 
between fifty and one hundred seats at 
the pells. Further developments in the 
incident will be awaited with the keen- 
est interest by people in this country as 
well as in Great Britain. If the •weight ot 
evidence supports the contention that the 
soviet government violated its pledge to 
Great Britain and is seeking to promote 
revolution in that country it will react to 
the great detriment of Russia interna- 
tionally and will coincide with the charges 
of Secretary Hughes that the same propa- 
ganda is going on in the United States. 
It will also discredit Labor's political 
judgment, and may result in the return 
of one of the old parties to power in Great 
Britain. 
No one will take the word of 


Zinoviev or of any other authority in the 
soviet government, whose treachery and 
dishonesty have been well established by 
man}' previous occurrences. 
It will re- 


quire a formidable array of proof to show 
that the letter was forged.

The Republicans have a little 
more than $2,000,000 raised so far, al- 
though it is not unlikely they will put it 
to the $3.000.000 mark they had set. 
The source of the campaign contribiitions 
and the way they are spent are more im- 
portant than the amount. Any party has 
a right to collect and use funds of large 
amounts for organization and publicity 
requirements. It takes a lot of money to 
put their cases before the American 
peo- 


ple in forty-eight states, and naturally 
they desire to doit as thoroughly as possi- 
ble. 


In 
former 
days 
campaign 
funds 


were used for corrupt purposes.

was open buying of votes and we recall 
the "Dudley blocks of five.'" Mark

Da's conception of the proprieties of 
money in elections fell a trifle short ot 
ethical standards, but we have no more of 
this stuff today. Elections have become 
what the constitution and the law intend 
them to be. free and untrammeled. Men 
vote as they think and please. 
Their 


hands are not out for any special induce- 
ments. 
The question as to how much a 


political party may be permitted to spend 
in the presidential campaign is open to a 
wide variety of opinion. So long as 
con- 


gress does not attempt to fix a definite 
maximum by statute it can hardly be said 
that a fund of $i!.000,000 or $3.000.- 
000 is too much. 
"We haven't a particle 


of doubt the Democrats or Progressives 
could find plenty of use for such an 
amount, and would be tickled to death to 
get it if they could raise it.

luded one is sure to get enough protein, for all 
equirements, it would be rather difficult to select

nough protein. 


The physiologists tell us that the daily need of 


he body of an adult at rest is around 2 1-2 ounces 
f protein Perhaps the average growing boy or girl 
f 12 years reauires more than the full grown adult, 
ertainly the actrve boy or girl from 12 to 18 needs 
ore food than the average' father or mother does. 
There is no particular reason to associate pro- 


ein in the diet, or any assumed disturbance or 
ault of protein metabolism in the body, with nep- 
utis (Br'ght's disease) and no ground for the com- 
mon notion that persons with nephritis must avoid 
meats or "red meats."

"We will never 
abolish war and enjoy the blessings 
of permanent peace on earth until the 
nations get a right understanding of 
the character of God.
